TOKYO— (AP) —Radical 
students today threatened a 
sit-down strike on the run­ 
ways of Tokyo’s Interna­ 
tional Airport June 19 in an 
effort to b lock the arrival 
of President Eisenhower for 
a four-day state visit. 


A spokesman for a pro-Commun- 
ist faction of the Zengakuren stu­ 
dent Federation said the runway 
sit-down m ight b e employed “de­ 
pending on the circum stances.” 


Prime M inister Nob usuke Kishi 
discussed the students’ threat at 
a meeting with the national pub ­ 
lic safety and arm y directors and 
the lab or m inister. A spokesman 
said "strong action” would b e tak­ 
en if necesb ary, including b arring 
all traffic from the airport b efore 
the President’s arrival. 


Kishi and P'oreign Minister Ai- 
ichiro Fujyam a again adamantly 
rejected dem ands from the Social­ 
ist and C om m unist parties, the 
leftist .students and leftist lab or 
unions that Eisenhow er’s visit b e 
cancelled or postponed as an ex­ 
pression of Japanese oppo.sition to 
the new U .S.-Japan military se­ 
curity treaty. 


"I have no intention of chang­ 
ing the schedule of the President’s 
visit,” 
Kishi 
reportedly told a 
Cab inet m eeting. 


Fujiyama told a news confer­ 
ence any Japanese proposal to 
suspend E isenhow er’s trip “would 
b e a stain on our national honor. 
He .said it “ would dam age Japan­ 
ese prestige all over the world.’ 


Kishi also ordered the govern 
ment and police forces to take 
steps to stop leftist demonsntration 
b efore the U.S. Em b assy. He ap­ 
pealed to new spaper pub lishers to 
support the governm ent in its ef­ 
forts to insure a friendly we! 
come for the President.

The secretary told the senators 
that he would prefer to make any 
further comment in a closed ses­ 
sion. 
Herter was b efore the commit­ 
tee to urge Senate ratification of 
the new U.S. • Japane.se treaty 
which he said will strengthen the 
"fab ric of international peace and 
security.” 


There have b een leftist demon­ 
strations in Japan against b oth 
Eisenhower’s visit and the treaty, 
scheduled to take effect at the 
same day the President arrives. 
Chairman J. William Fulb right 
(D-Ark) said the open hearing on 
the treaty would b e folowed b y 
a clo.sed session on que.stions that 
were not proper for pub lic discus­ 
sion.

losg of his job Monday by killing 
a former associate and firing sev­ 
eral shpts at his one-time senior 
partner. 
Police said Dr. Anthony Kuvolo, 
37, laid a shotgun ambush for two 
former partners several hours aft­ 
er he had been dismissed from the 
medical group they had formed. 
He ran down his quarry in the 
parking lot of St. Elizabeth’s Hos­ 
pital, killing Dr. Annunciato La 
Face, 35. The head of the group, 
Dr. Francis Mcrlo, 51, jumped 
over a 5-foot wall and ducked into 
an entrance to the hospital as Ru- 
volo fired wildly at him several 
times. 
Ruvolo then threw aside his dou- 
ble-baVreled shotgun and sped off 
in his sedan. A hospital employe 
noted the license number and told 
police. They picked up Ruvolo 15 
minutes later at a road block. 
"What’s the trouble, officer?" 
they said he asked. 
He was taken to headquarters 
for questioning and held on an 
open charge. 
The three doctors, all anesthe­ 
tists, had formed a partnership 
earlier this year. Merlo was the 
senior partner as well as the chief 
anesthetist at St. Elizabeth's and 
Alexian Brothers hospitals. 
About a week ago. police said 
Mcrlo told Ruvolo he might be 
dropped from the partnership in 
a dispute over how to bill their 
patients.

Gortd health is the nation’s greatest 


natural resource- and "if more peo­ 
ple would spend as much time analyi* 
Ing their personal and family health 
responsibilities as they do their week­ 
ly budgets, we could raise the status 
of our nation’s health by 50 per cent; 
extend the length of life by several 
years, and reduce considerably the 
amount of pain, suffering, illness, and 
injury to each and every American.’' 
That 
impelling statement comes 


from a man who knows— Dr. E. Vin­ 
cent 
Askey, president-elect of the 


American Medical Association. He 
goes on to make specific, down-to- 
earth remarks as to what we. as in­ 
dividuals and members of families, can 
do to protect health. 
As he puts it, "It is foolish for any­ 
one to hide illness, neglect injury, 
conceal suspicions about his health, 
ignore medical advice, or tear up a 
prescription.” It’s a rare person who 


hasn’t done one or more of those 
things 
Sometimes, of coufse, we get 


away with it, and no great harm is 
done. 
But these are acts that, under 


other and common circumstances, can 
lead to prolonged sickness, to Invalid­ 
ism, or to an 
unnecessarily early 


death. 
Dr. Askey cited four goals that are 


reachable. We can assure ourselves of 
many years of freedom from acute or 
chronic illness; we can make ourselves 
less susceptible to most diseases by 
keeping in optimum condition; we can 
have more rapid convalescence from 
injury if we are in good health prior 
to an accident, and we can prolong 
earning power. 
The key to such dra­ 
matic progress lies largely in indi­ 
vidual responsibility for p e r s o n a l 
health— and avoidance of the ostrich* 
with • its • head • in • the * sand attitude 
when something goes awrv with our 
mental or physical equipment.

Khrushchev. Chou En-Lai to Cuba 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—On top of the Moscow an­ 
nouncement that Premier Khrushchev will ro 
to Cuba at the invitation of Fidel (astro, n 
the still unannounced fact that Prmeier Chou 
En-Lai of Red China has also accepted an 
invitation to visit Cuba. 


Khrushchev is also angling to make a grand 
lour of Latin America. 
Here is the background behind this Moscow* 
Peiping maneuver to widen a Communist foot­ 
hold 90 miles from the USA. 
Castro's bid to the Russian premier was 
made through Vladimir I. Bazikin, Soviet 
ambassador to Mexico, who came to Havana 
to formalize a trade-and-credit agreement be­ 
tween Cuba and the USSR. 


Actually Khrushchev received and accepted 
the invitation before leaving Moscow for the 
Fans summit conference, but asked that the 
project receive no publicity. Reason for the 
delay was a hope that he could line up bids 
from a few other Latin-American countries 
and make fatter headlines by announcing a 
grand tour, rather than just a one-stop trip 
to Cuba. 


This was behind Nikita's statement, during 
his May 18 press conference in Paris, that 
he would like to visit Latin America "if I 
were invited " 
The question had been carefully planted by 


African Pilgrimage 


With the blessing of the White House and 
the State Department 200 U. S. youths will 
i|>end five weeks working with African stu­ 
dents in the villages of ten sub-Sahara African 
countries. 
The organization behind this is known as 
"Operation Crossroads — Africa," and repre­ 
sents a broad cro^ section of young Ameri­ 
cans and young Africans. The participants 
going to Africa come from 75 colleges are 
predominantly Protestant but include some 
Roman Catholics and Jews, 25 southern whites 
and 35 Negroes. They will be carefully briefed 
for a week at the Union Theological Seminary 
in New York. They will fly June 21 in two 
chartered planes for London and Paris where 
they will receive further briefing by English 
and French authorities, 
The entire group will go to Monrovia, IJ- 
heria and receive specific assignmenfg from 
there. 
The idea is for each group in each country 
to start and complete a project with the local 
students. The ground work has already been 
laid by officials of the project. 
President Eisenhower has written to the 
‘Operation Crossroads — Africa” that he felt 
confident the project will help establish strong 
bonds of understanding and friendship with 
the eager young people of Africa, 
This is another vehicle in tht long journey 
to understanding. 


Jean Poisse. a free-lance French reporter 
who does work for Prensa Latina, the news 
agency set up by Castro, and for "L ’Hu- 
mamte," the Paris Communist daily. 


Cuban President Osvaldo Dorticos, now on 


a junket which will include five South Ameri­ 
can republics — Argentina. Brazil, Uruguay, 
Peru, and Venezuela—plus Mexico, is trying to 
line up some further invitations for Khrush­ 
chev. 


While in Buenos Aires to attend ceremonies 
marking the 150th anniversary of Argentine 
independence, Dorticos privately informed the 
heads of several other Latin delegations about 
the Russian leader's plans. 


First cautious reaction came from Bolivia’s 
President Hernan Silos Zuazo. who told a 
press conference on May 26 that his govern­ 
ment would ask Khrushchev to come there, 
"in the event that he visits South America," 
That was as close to an official bid as 
could be expected from a country which does 
not have diplomatic relations with the USSR. 
Besides Cuba, the only Latin-American na­ 
tions which formally recognize Moscow's re­ 
gime are Argentina, Uruguay, and Mexico. 
The invitation accepted by Chou En-Lai 
was first extended to Mao Tso-Tung. through 
Maj. William Galvez, chief of a Cuban eco­ 
nomic mission which just concluded four 
weeks of negotiations with the Red Chinese 
government in Peiping, 
Mao expressed thanks, but explained that 
his health does not permit him to make long 
voyages. He suggested that Chou go in his 
place. The visit will probably take place later 
this year.

stipulated, Second, application from persons 
under legal age should require the signature 
a parent or guardian—who may have to 
pay tin b it 


In a speech commemorating the introduc­ 
tion of the SEATO »Southeast Asia Treaty Or­ 
ganization' stamp, Postmaster General Sum- 
merficld put his finger on one clear sign of 
advancement in the cause of world unity and 
peace. 
"While the concept of collective defense is 
an ancient one," he said, "the free world col­ 
lective security arrangements which emerged 
after World War II are of a character unique 
in intenational affairs. 
"Under these arrangements the members 
consult continuously, cooperate widely in non­ 
military activities, and observe strictly the 
principle of equality among members.” 
This is far different from the power coali­ 
tions which led the crowned heads, of Europe 
in particular, into disastrous military collisions 
in past history. 
And far more hopeful.

Eisenhower is just th lat­ 
est in a long list of people de­ 
nounced by Nikita Khrushchev. 


Th Soviet premier calls names 
like a fishwife over a back fence. 
The older he gets, the fishier he 
sounds 


Over the part few years the So- 
vict leader has run up quite a 
record, particularly against peo­ 
ple with whom he had had some 
friendly personal relations. 


In 1956 he visited Britain, dined 
with the British Laborites, was 
asked bv them to free 200 im­ 
prisoned Social Democrats in east­ 
ern Europe, and returned home to 
denounce them as the lackeys of 
reactionaries. 


That same year at a Moscow 
banquet attended by Gen. Nathan 
F. Twining, U.S. Air Force chief, 
Khrushchev 
reportedly 
drank 
heavily, insulted various Western 
military officials present, and was 
told by the then premier, Nikolai 
Bulgartin, to shut up. 


That was quite a year for Khru­ 
shchev. He shocked the world and 
shook international communism to 
its roots by denouncing his late 
boss, Joseph Stalin. He described 
Stalin as a murderer. 


In 1957 he got rid or a whole 
batch of his old Communist cron­ 
ies — the Molotov-Malenkov-Ka- 
ganovich set — by getting them 
< bounced trom the Presidium and 
into oblivion. 


The next year, 1958. he gave 
his old traveling companion, Pre­ 
mier Bulganin, the ax and took 
his job. 


He visited Marshal Tito, seemed 
to get along dandy with him. and 
in the end excoriated him as a 
"renegade." 
In between times, he belittled 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and gave Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, Minnesota Democrat, 


an 8-hour interview in the Krem­ 
lin. 
Early in 1959 Humphrey, report­ 
ing on that visit, said Khrushchev 
had been critical of Red China, 
the Soviets' big ally, for its com­ 
mune system. 
As Humphrey said later, this 
must have touched a sensitive 
nerve. 
Khrushchev 
denounced 
Humphrey. 
The Soviet Premier put on a real 
show when he visited the United 
States in 1959, particularly at Los 
Angeles. 
There, he complained about the 
security arrangements which, for 
his own safety, kept him out of 
Disneyland; 
took offense at a 
movie can-ean dance which he 
said was immoral; and in one 
grand temper tantrum threatened 
to go home because Mayor Nor­ 


ris PouIson made a crack about 
an earlier Khrushchev crack that 
communism would bury the West. 
Then came 1960. the U2 spy 
plane flight over the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON - The one clear 
lesson of the Summit to most 
Americans is that you can t do 
business with Khrushchev. 


Our principal allies, the British 
and the French, don’t see it that 
way. They left Paris with an un­ 
easy feeling about their partner­ 
ship with us. 
Suppose you suddenly got the 
Idea that you were in partner­ 
ship with a well-intentioned fool, 
whose incompetence could ruin 
you. This might be much more 
distressing than the extreme rude­ 
ness of your acknowledged com­ 
petitor. 
On the balance President Eisen­ 
hower’s conduct of American pol­ 
icy just before the Summit con­ 
ference did distress the British 
and French more than Khrush­ 
chev's ranting. 
It wasn't the flight of the U-2 
that was so upsetting to our allies. 
It was our performance after the 
fact. The sequence of develop­ 
ments shows why. 
1. Before 
leaving 
Washington 
for the Summit President Eisen­ 
hower clearly gave the impres­ 
sion that American policy con­ 
templated the continuation of re- 
connaisance flights in violation of 
Soviet air space. This cast a chill 
over the Summit. 
2. Khrushchev arrived in Paris 
Saturday. He at once presented 
to de Gaulle the bombastic state­ 
ment that was later read when 
the leaders met Monday. May 16. 
3. President Eisenhower arrived 
Sunday. 
He conferred with de 
Gairile and Prime Minister Mac­ 
millan. The President did not tell 
them that the overflights had been 
suspended and would not he re­ 
sumed. 


4. The President saved this tid­ 
bit for the pre-Summit breakfast 
Monday morning. Khrushchev w as 
for Eisenhower and West Ger­ 
many's Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
informed at the first and only 
auer. 
conference session several hours 
Eisenhower, 
Khrushchev said, 
later, 
was "weak-kneed," fit only to run 
In making this announcement, 
a children's home, and "complete­ 
ly lacking in will-power." 
As for the German chancellor, 
Khrushchev called him a nut who 
ought to be "straitjacketed in a 
lunatic asylum."

WASHINGTON—With 60 million 
cars and 11 million trucks clutter­ 
ing the highways today, the pros­ 
pect is tor 110 million motor ve­ 
hicles at large by 1975, 


Unless they pave the whole 
country—thereby solving the farm 
surplus problem at the same time 
—the outlook is that everything 
will come to a complete stop in 
one terrific traffic jam. If this 
happens in 15 years, it will be 
no surprise. 
Things are so bad that National 
Academy of Sciences has recom­ 
mended through its 40-year-old 
Highway Research Board that an­ 
other 34 million dollars be spent 
over the next five years to find 
out what's wTong. 
State 
highway 
officials 
and 
scientists listed 101 projects, then 
boiled it down to the top 19. 
Of the 19, however, 14 deal with 
building highways better. Only 5 
deal with building better people 
who’ll try to find their ways over 
the highway mazes without going 
crazy. 
To many, this emphasis will 
be all wrong. There’s nothing the 
matter with the ramps and inter­ 
changes the engineers build now. 
They’re as complicated as can be. 
But if scientists could just do 
something to improve the crazy 


The doctor would presumably 
repair the car. 


The psychologist would deter­ 
mine what made two mental in­ 
competents try to drive in the 
same lane in opposite directions 
at 140-mile-an-hour impact speed. 


The engineer would then try to 
redesign the road so it wouldn't 
happen again. The scientists rec­ 
ommend a two - mil ion - dollar 
study, but that’s not enough. 


There's another interesting proj­ 
ect in electronic control of motor 
vehicle speed and direction. 


That's to design an automatic 
pilot that would be 100 per cent 
reliable, which no human ever 
will be 
They say it might be 
done for three million dollars or 
so. which would be cheap. 


It would let people stay at home 
and the autopilots could demolish 
each other. 


Fanciest project is to build a 
driving simulator. The idea is to 
bring all possible weather and 
traffic conditions right into the 
laboratory. 


With a simulator, including tele­ 
vision and sound track, the lab 
lads could make drivers relay be­ 
hind a dummy wheel. 


They could be tested under vary­ 
ing conditions and stimui—includ­ 
ing whisky and love.

WASHINGTON — I live on one 
of the most interesting street» in 
America — “ N” street N. W. in 
Washington. I). C. 
It sounds just like another letter 
in the alphabet, but its stately 
town houses, built just before the 
Civil War, gives it a distinction 
and unusual atmosphere. 


The big shade trees, the ivy 
covered walls and blooming flow­ 
er boxes give the street a charm 
all its own. The 1700 block, my 
block, is like something out of a 
story book, a hundred years ago. 


On the corner of the block at 
Connecticut Avenue is the Nation­ 
al 
Presbyterian 
church 
where 
President and Mrs. Eisenhower 
and many other government of­ 
ficials worship. It has the oldest 
President's pew still in use in 
America. The beautiful Dahlgren 
windows, the Holy Table made 
from the cedars of Lebanon are 
among its many treasures, the 
belfry tower is one of the few 
sky scrapers in Washington. 


Down the block is the Wash 
ington headquarters of the Gen­ 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
which occupies four handsome old 
mansions. The main building was 
built soon alter the Civil War by 
Admiral Radford and was later 
sold to General 
Nelson 
Miles, 
commander in-chief of the U. S. 
Army. President 
Grant 
was 
a 
frequent visitor in this house. 


The stable, which housed the 
famous blooded carriage horses 
of General Miles, was converted 
into the Iron Gate Inn many years 
ago. I frequently have my din­ 
ners there in the ivy walled gar­ 
den. or in one of the stalls where 
General Miles's horses used to 
feed. 


The interesting Tabard Inn is 
across the street. 
The 
English 
architecture made it imperative 
to give it the same name as the 
inn made famous in 
Chaucers’ 
Canterbury Tales as the starting 
point for pilgrims journey to Can­ 
terbury. A lovely print depicting 
this journey hangs in the lobby. 
Many valuable antiques and Chi­ 
nese imports add to the charm of 
Tabard Inn. 


The Gralyn Inn next door 1« 
where 1 live. It is two old houses 
thrown into one. and has a flag­ 
stone garden on two levels with 
large branching trees. If I am 
ambitious enough to get up. and if 
the sun is shining, I can have 
my breakfast at a table there 
under a colorlul garden umbrella. 
The Gralyn was the Persian Em ­ 
bassy for twenty years.

minors and others sharing funds 
among Otoe and Missouri Indians 
A 1958 act directed the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior to prepare a 
membership roll of the tribe and 
distribute payments ot $581.40 to 
each of the 1.987 tribal members 
living in 23 states. 
Under the earlier bill guardians 
required by law would cost from 
$125 to $250 and the amount a 
minor received would be reduced.
